Not so in Coffee County, where 
S81 farmers are enrolled in the 
evening school classes conducted 
hy the teachers of vocational ag- 
riculture, ‘These men already are 
settled in tive oceupation of their 
choice, The farm is their home 
and thei: business and on its suc- 
cess depends the security, health 
pud happiness of themselves and 
their families, 

So in earnest are these seekers 
after the practical knowledge help- 
ful in the operation of their farms 
that many of them walk from 
three to five miles to be in their 
places when class meets, 

These clusses are being taught 
af a part of the extensive rural 
education program under the di- 
1ection and supervision of the De- 
partment of Vocational Agricul- 
tural Education and in coopera- 
tion with the Coffee County Board 
of Education, In them instruction 
is given in farming and improved 
farm practices, 

The 29 communities in which 
farmers meet weekly for instruc- 
tion are: Mt, Pleasant, Zion Chap- 
el, Goodman, Curtis, Pine Level, 
Lee, Newbia, Brooklyn, Basin, Mt. 
Zion, Taylor's Mill, Damascus, New 
Home, Mixon's Cross Roads, Pine 
Grove, Brunson, Arwood, Bethany, 
Harrison, Elba, New Brockton, En- 
terprise, Keyton, County Line, Cool 
Springs, Sardis, Center Ridge, 
Weeks School, Ham, 

Class sessions last from one to 
two hours, when such timely and 
important subjects are discussed 
as: soil conservation, farm credit, 
home fruit growing, home garden- 
ing, improved poultry production, 
breeding and feeding hogs, care 
and management of cattle, farm 
work stock, home beautification, 
sanitation, forestry, land use plan- 
ning, disease and insect control. 

At the meetings, plans are made 
with the farmer for putting into 
practice, on his own farm, the 
things he has learned. He is as- 
sisted in doing this by the voca- 
tional teacher who makes personal 
visits to the homes of the stu- 
dents for further individual farm 
planning, supervision and demon- 
stration, 

Material results have been most 
encouraging, They include: 6,639 
fruit trees planted, 2,319 hogs 
treated for worms, 2,983 hogs vac- 
cinated, 101 homes being land- 
scaped, 1,113 chickens treated, 200 
farmers are growing improved 
grazing crops for hogs, 46 farm- 
ers have treated seeds for weevils, 
27 purebred poultry flocks estab- 
lished, rat campaigns conducted, 
several hundred acres of land ter- 
raced, one-variety cotton commu- 
nities established, purebred cattle 
and hogs placed with farmers. 
Many farmers were assisted by 
the agricultural instructors in se- 
curing farm credit, the soil con- 
servation program, meat curing, 
1eforestation, proper fertilization 
of crops, improved varieties of 
crops and in rural electrification, 

Community spirit and old fash- 
ioned American neighborliness 
have been fostered and restored 
1o a marked degree by these ev- 
(ning classcs where frequently 
ferm women attend with the men, 
and following a joint discussion 
of some problem common to both 
groups, an hour of social and re- 
creational activities were enjoyed. 
Occasionally the entire evening is 
devoted to a social program when

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MYSTERY OF LOST 
COLONY RECALLED 


Old Puzzle Is Recalled by | 


Fetes in North Carolina. 

Manteo, N, C.—As a fitting tribute 
to the first English settlement in 
this country (on Roanoke island, 
North Carolina, in the year 1587, 
under the sponsorship of Sir Walter 
Raleigh), a of celebrations 
Was held on the island this summer, 
The idea is to commemorate the 
three hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the colony. 
On August 17 was observed the 
three hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the birthday of Virginia 
Dare, the first child born of Eng: 
lish parents in America. 

Thirty-three years before the Pil- 
grims landed on Plymouth rock, 
and 20 years before Jamestown was | 
settled, the 100 men, 12 women, and | 
9 children who formed the first Eng 
lish colony in America settled on | 
Roanoke island, This was in July, 
1587.

Colony Disappears. 

On August 27, 1587, Gov. John 
White, who headed the expedition, 
bade farewell to his companions 
and to his nine-day-old granddaugh- 
ter, Virginia Dare, and sailed to 
England for supplies. Upon his re- 
turn four years later, the colony 
had completely disappeared, the | 
only traces left being a few broken 
pieces of armor and the word 
“Croatoan” carved on a tree. What 
happened to Sir Walter Raleigh's 
“lost colony"’ is a mystery which 
for centuries has baffied historians, 
explanations and legends 
have risen. 

Did the colonists intermarry with 
the Indians and are their descend- 
ants living in North Carolina to- 
day? Was the colony exterminated 
by the Spaniards? Were the set- | 
tlers massacred by the Indians? No 
one knows for sure. 

Governor White himself told the 
story of his return to the island in 
1591, Upon this story are based all 
accounts of what happened. 

“We returned,"’ he said, “round | 
about the north point of the island 
until we came to the place where | 
I left our colony. 

“In all this way, we saw in the 
sand the print of the savage's feet 
of two or three sorts trodden in the 
night, av.’ as we entered upon the 
sandy banks, upon a tree, the very 
brow thereof, were curiously carved 
these fair Roman letters, C. R. O. | 
which letters presently we knew to 
signify the place where I should | 
find the planters (colonists) seated, 
according to a secret token agreed 
upon between them and me at my 
departure from them; which was 
that in any way they should not fail 
to write or carve on a tree or posts 
of the doors the name of the place 
where they should be seated, for 
at my coming they were prepared 
to remove from Roanoke 50 miles 
into the main (mainland), 

Found No Signs. 

‘Therefore at my departure from 
them Anno 1587, I willed them that, 
if they should happen to be dis- 
tressed in any of those places, they 
should carve over the letters or

we found no sign of distress. 

“And having well considered of 
this, we passed toward the place 
where they were left in sundry 
houses, but we found the houses tak- 
en down and the place very strongly 
enclosed, with a high palisade of 
great trees, with curtains and 
flankers and very fortlike, and one 
of the chief trees or posts at the 
right side of the entrance had the 
bark taken off and five feet from 
the ground in fair capital letters 
was graven ‘Croatoan,’ without any 
cross or sign of distress.” 

A growth of weeds indicated that 
two seasons had passed since the 
departure of the colonists. 

Sir Walter Raleigh dispatched five 
rescue expeditions, but none was 
successful,

There is a cash market in Ala- 
bama at some price for Alabama 
produced beef cattle any day in 
the year, reports Dr, R. S, Sugg, 
livestock specialist, Alabama Ex- 
tension Service, 

At a recent meeting of packers 
and dealers in Birmingham, called 
by the State Chamber of Com- 
merce and Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railroad Company, the follow- 
ing facts were established: 


in Alabama for cattle weighing 
|900 pounds or more, Birmingham 
is about the only market in the 
| state for this type of cattle. 

| 2, The greatest. demand is for 
well-bred cattle that will grade 
medium to good and weigh around 
500 to 700 pounds. 

| $8. Birmingham consumes about 
500 head of cattle each week, 75 
per cent of which comes from out- 
side the state, principally Texas 
and Oklahoma 

4. There is a need for a sup- 
ply of Alabama cattle each month 
of the year. At present plenty 
of cattle are available during the 
fall months but the supply is light 
during the summer and winter 
months. 

5. It is most important for 
|farmers to know grades of cattle 
in order to understand market 
quotations, 

6. There are two outlets for 
good quality, well-pred cattle 
weighing around 500 to 600 pounds 
which can be produced on Ala- 
bama farms. They may be used 
for butchering purposes or for sell- 
ing as feeders,
